Hbat Coksiobbbd as a Modi or Motion. 
Sy John Tyndall, F. R. S., i'c. New York: 
D. Appleton and Company. 
This work of Professor Tyndall consists of 
nurse of twelve lectures delivered at the 
Royal Institution of Great Britain in the sea- 
son of 16C2. The purpose of the lectures is to 
develop the dynamical theory of heat as con- 
tradistinguished from the material theory. 
The material theory, as defined by Professor 
Tyndall, supposes heat to be a kind of 
matter — a subtle fluid — stored up in the 
inter-atcmic spaces of bodies. The dynamical 
theory, on the contrary, discards the idea of 
materiality as applied to heat, assuming that 
beat is not matter, but an incident or condi- 
tion of matter — a motion of its ultimate par- 
ticles. As we have said, the purpose of these 
lectures is to develop the dynamical theory. 
And the purpose is accomplished with master- 
ly skill, great learning, and very uncom- 
mon ability. The high theme is so handled as 
to be made intelligible to the plainest reader. 
The work constitutes one of the most instruc- 
tive, suggestive, and deeply interesting con- 
tributions that have been recently made to 
tatural philosophy. 

War Pictcrhs rsOM ths Socth. By B. 
Ettvan, Colontl of Cavalry in the Confederate 
Army. New York: D. Appleton and Com- 
pany. 

The pictares of which this volume consists 
are drawn in a ccmmendable spirit of impar- 
tiality. The author is a foreigner, who, re- 
tiding in the South at the outbreak of the re- 
bellion as he had resided for several years be- 
fore, w^as induced principally by considerations 
growing out of this Cict to take service in the 
Confederate army. Having left that service, 
be addressed himself to the task of composing 
the present work, which he dedicates "to 
the soldiers of the two contending armies, as a 
creeting from afar." The work will be read 
with lively interest by American readers of 
whatever section. It is a sort of running 
history of the first year and a half of the 
war, wilh particular sketches of the 
early battles in Virginia. The author wields 
a graphic as well as an impartial pen. "He 
begins," says a contemporary, "with the riot 
at Baltimore, and after the Bull Run battles 
proceeds to describe the operations in West- 
ern Virginia under McClellan and Rosecrans; 
he then follows the course of events in the 
Western battles, Leyington, Belmont, Forts 
Henry and Donelson, from which he return? 
to the East — to Roaaoke Island and Newbem, 
ending with the bloody series of struggles on 
the Peninsula. Much that he relates is 
familiar to us, though not to English readers, 
for whom the volume was written. The 
])reface is dated 'Dover, May, 13C3,' from 
which we infer that the author is no longer 
in the Conftderate service. That he never 
ehould have been in it we feel in every page of 
his work, and, what is more, we are sure that 
' e himself felt so. He was too good a soldier 
and too honorable a man to sympathize with 
much that was done around him. From the 
beginning he was anxious to have the wa^con- 
ductcd on Christian principles, a laudable de- 
sire, inwhich, at thestartat least, he wasnearly 
alone. The brutalities of, the Confederate an. 
tborities toward ourprisonersat Richmond dis- 
gusted bim,'and he did what little he could to 
alleviate their condition, and to mitigate the 
horrors of war in similar cases. He is severe, 
contemptuous even, on many of the Confed- 
erate generals; others, however, he praises 
highly. He metes out to us the same measure, 
judging both sides from a soldierly point of 
view. On the whole the balance inclines in 
our favor, enough so to make his volume ex- 
ceedingly distastefkil to his former compan- 
ions in arms. For one of our generals he 
eiprcests the most unquilified admiration — 
McClellan." All together, the work is fitted 
to iuslruct as well as to eutuitain. It cannot 
be read without profit as well as interest. 

History op Secrkt Societies and or mm 
Repdblican Party op Francs pbom 1830 to 
1848. J3y Lucien dela Hodde. Philadelphia: 
J. B. Lippincott and Company. 

The publication of this history in our coun- 
try at the present time is very opportune, It 
is also a little sarcastic, with the help of the 
translator's preface, which is as follows: "To 
a, certain class of American politicians — the 
predominant one for the last five years— a 
perusal of this curious history is strongly 
recommended. It will prove suggestive to 
them of many energetic measures for the im- 
prcvement of governments in particular, and 
humanity in general, which they possibly may 
not have yet put in practice." Let the galled 
jade wince. We should add, that, besides the 
main thread of the history, the volume con- 
tains sketches of Louis Philippe and the Rev- 
olution of February, together with portraits, 
conspiracies, and a variety of incidents hith- , 
erto unpublished. It is a valuable collection 
of facts touching a very curious and important 
topic. It is well worthy of a thoughtful 
perunal.

fCorreepondence ofthe LonlBTille Journal. 1 

WiNCDESTEB, TeNN., Aug. 19. 

The weather is still so hot that much active 
soldiering is out of the question. Nevertbe- 
less, last week our enterprising Colonel sent 
08 into Wilson county, of which Lebanon is 
the principal town, for the purpose of catch- 
ing Hawkins, the noted scout of Bragg's ar- 
my, and as many of his men as possible. He 
has b<en annoying us no little, and nearly 
every day or two men come in with paroles 
countersigned "By order of Wm, S. Hawkins, 
Col. Comd'g Wheeler's Mt'd Scouts." Toe 
men captured are unanimous in their praises 
of Lis kind and humane treatment of them, 
acd Hawkins and bis men are becoming as 
proverbial with us for gallantry and good 
humor as John Morgan was be.'bre promotion 
Lruialized him. 

Hawkins eluded our prolonged search, 
though some of the boys gave him a close 
race more than once. He is young and fear- 
less, and goes splendidly mounted. We learn 
that his immediate staff consists of some half 
a dozen rebels who vie with him in bold dash- 
es on our courier lines and outposts, nud who 
are, like himself, men of considerable educa- 
tioc, and of most seeming refinement of man- 
ner. I have seen some of Gen. Rosecrans' 
staff, who state that he is the same officer that 
was on Wheeler's staff as Inspector General, 
■Ed who frequently met them under fl-igs of 
truce before the battle of Murfreesboro. It 
set^ms that he has been promoted, and is now 
a bona fide Colonel, ana has been placed in 
charge of the scouting service of Wheeler's 
Cavalry Corj-s. 

One of our boys on the way lagged behind 
too far, and was "gobbled up" instanter by 
the rtbel leadem' men, who hovered in flank 
and rear all the time, but who, to do them 
honor, did not stoop to the atrocious practice 
of bushwhacking. He afterwards made bis 
(Ecape, and has communicated to me some in- 
teresting particulars of his forced visit to the 
partisan camp, which I have thought proper 
to communicate as matter of interest. 

G. was haggliag with a rebel damsel with 
unkempt bair about the price of a chicken, 
and so was delayed. He started after us rap- 
idly, but just as he was nearing the line a but- 
ternut stuck a villainoBS looking shotgun out 
of the bushes at him, and said: "Come off that 
horse, old fellow. I know you. Col. Haw- 
kins sent me heie just for the purpose of nab- 
biBg you." Under the persuading influences 
of the old thotgun G. complied very promptly, 
and, after a dcfpairing glance at one of^ our 
columns lessening in the distance, resigned 
himself to his fate. He was carried by his 
jolly guide by intricate paths, and through 
morafs and glen, to the guerilla camp. After 
getting a smack, composed in part of the 
( hicken he hed himself purchased, he took a 
prolcnged nap, as the men in cnmp seemed to 
be as f leepy as they could be, doubtless from 
Ibeir confirmed habits of night-walking. 
About sundown Hawkins himself rode in. He 
was riding a fine thoroughbred horse, with 
the usual caparisons of an cfticcr's outfit, ev- 
erything being Blrocp, but nothing fanciful. 
He wore a plain suit of weather-beaten gray 
cloth, pants and a neat-fitting roundabout, 
bearing no badge of rank. In his holsters 
were two fine pistols, and bis neat black hat 
was looi ed up with a star. He is aman of not 
mere than twenty- liveyears of age, with a light 
moustache. He has a frank and manly look 
about him, and his manners are si gentle and 
plensant that G. did not wonder at the evident 
devotion of bis men. The distinguished gue- 
rilla (though he disclaims that name) con- 
versed wilh me very fVeely. He referred in 
particular to the course of our .State and re- 
proached the Southern men of Kentucky for 
not having been more open and devoted at the 
outset. "Now," said he, ">he gjves are a!>out 
their limbs and the gags are on their mouths. 
My heart bleeds for them, though they h-irdly 
deserve any sympathy from us. ' "I argued 
with him," said G., "but he fpoke of the pub- 
lications in the Democrat and other papers, and 
spoke of the official orders, too, as glaring and 
ULdisputed facts. That evening ono or two 
buggies drove op, each containing a couple of 
charming Isdie?, and some baskets Of bloom- 
ing peacEei for the handsome Colonel. 

"Hawkins divided the fruit with his stafl", 
and sent to each of his prisoners a couple 
with his compliments and the hope that such 
fiuit would be more acceptable that way than 
if stolen. The ladies were plainly but very 
neatly dressed, and very evidently looked 
upon the young chieftain as a hero of the first 
crder. After his supper the party sang some 
songs, and one which I admired most I send 
jou, especially as my captor is the author of 
it. It seems that be is as accomplished in 
wielding his pen as his sword. The young 
rebel maiden sang it very sweetly, and after- 
wards kindly gave me a copy of the words. 
That night I managed to put out, as my 
guards were v«ry sleepy, and, making my 
way to the turnpike, lay hid all the next day, 
and after night again concealed my movt;- 
mcnts. I made my way across Stone river 
to McWhirtersville, a little place where every- 
body is indeed loyal to our good old flag, and 
thence easily to camps." 

Hawkins and his men are enlisted soldiers 
of the Confederacy, and seemed to have all 
confidence that Brajig and Wheeler would as- 
sist tbem in their isolated and dangerous posi- 
tion in the rear of our army and nearly two 
huLdred miles from their own. They are 
well mounted and well armed, and seemed to 
have plenty of ammunition. 1 only saw some 
"0 together, but learned that 300 men are act- 
ing under Hawkins's control. They operate 
around Nashville, Gallatin, Murfreesboro, Co- 
lumbia, and Clarksville, and do us great in- 
jury. The week before we went in, Colonel 
Lowe, of Iowa, and a brigade were sent after 
the Colonel, but the difficulties were too great, 
and be only got two or three. We hope for 
success next time. 

The Kentucky elections satisfy us complete- 
ly. The Union and the Constitution forever!

luHPNSi Straw BiBRY Crop. — The Roches- 
ter (N. Y ) Democrat says: 

A single fact which has come to our knowl- 
edge rtlatipg to the strawberry crop of the 
past season will doubtlers astonish many of 
our readers. A prominent fruit grower of 
Western New York, from a single patch of IG 
acres, sent to market thirteen hundred bushels 
of strawberries ofthe Wilson Seedling and 
Triomphe de Gaud varieties. The entire crop 
was sold at an average price of one shilling 
per quart, realising the snug sum of five thou- 
sfind two hundred dollars as the product of IG 
acre s of ground. We doubt whether any other 
sixteen acres in New York have yielded the 
like sum as the result of a single crop.

When the President's proc'amalion of sm \n- 
f iration was issued, it was very manifest that 
it led to a future difficulty of the gravest im- 
portftuce. This diOicuIty was foreseen by two 
classes of citizens. The conservntive men *o- 
tic!pa;ed and feared the difficulty. Th? r.-.ii- 
cal men expected and rejoiced, since they b.^- 
lieied that it committed the .Administration 
to the n:!DOV.s policy which t'ae ab*!itionists 
planned for the destruction of the c>M Union. 
The third cla.i?, a large body of iatelMcrent, 
but ea.5y men, v.ho were content to let tbiojs 
fo on without interfering, and who rather 
thought it wrong to express any disifiproba- 
fion, or to prophesy any danger frcm whiit- 
ever ccrrpe the AdsilDistratlon chose to pur- 
sue — this class, who niinht by P'ttriotic 
action have saved us from the dilemma, 
u|X)n which we were about to be plunged, 
unrcrlunnloly loranined silent aud ucqules- 
cent, and the radicals claimed tbem as ap- 
provers of the proclamation policy. Xjw 
we begin to face the difficul'v, and to see 
what I'ue radical men wun'ed. The procla- 
mation has been of no use as a miiit iry meas- 
cre; that is universally cunceded. The prom- 
ises of volunteers by the swarm and the nine 
hundred thousand failed, and the promises of 
■he disbanding of rebel aimies, and the gjiug 
L< me of rebel soldiers to protect their families, 
tjike failed. Northern division wns made 
wide and actimonious. But a new element 
lad been introduced into the war. The proe- 
lamiition not only declared all slaves free in 
certain distriotF, but also pledged the army 
and the navy to maintain that freedom. In- 
stead of having before us the work of only 
compelling submission to the Laws and conjti- 
tution — instead of a war the end of which 
should be reached when that submission was 
eftected, we had added to our labors the 
compelling of retjel States and people to sub- 
mit te a change ia their own local la:v and 
social rt'guiations, and tijus superadded to 
our war tor the constitution a war to con- 
strnct new State constitutions. This was 

Erobably cot the view of Mr. Lincoln when 
e issued the proclamation. U was stated 
at the time that he and his immediate ad- 
visers at Washington did not 3.i view the ef- 
fect of the proclamation. Wc know nothing 
ofthe authority on which this statement was 
made. But the radicals so viewed it, and de- 
termined to pres! the President into their in- 
terpieiation, which, indeed, was a very clear 
interpretation of the words of the proclama- 
tion. From time to time the subject w.is cas- 
ually discuEjed, and one or another took oue 
or ant'lher view of it; some decl iring that the 
proclamation, being a military measure, could 
be revoked at any moment; others m iintain- 
irg that it had passed into a national law, 
end had established the freedom of all slaves 
in the described districts, who could never be 
re- enslaved. But the discussiou never as 
fun.td so much importance as at present, 
when it threatens the disruption of the ad- 
ministration party and the assumption by the 
President of one interpretation or the other. 
The Republicans are dividing on the quc3- 
t'on, because it is believed to be of imme- 
diate practical importance. 0« the one band 
it is urged that the opportunity is propitious 
for raising a strong Union party iu the South 
by offering a recall of the proclamation; and 
on the other band it is .ssseried that we oii;cbt 
never to stop fighting till we have compelled 
the abolition of slavery. By one party it is 
emphatically asserted that we cannot hive 
peace for years with the abolition policy 
maintained, and that we can have it at once 
with the adoption of a pacificatory constitu- 
tional policy; while the other, the radical 
branch of the p.trty, maintain that we had 
bettsr fight on for years rather than lose the 
chaLce to destroy the peculiar institution. 

That this tjuestion is now rending the ranks 
of the Administration party is ah':iidantly 
evident The following extract from the 
Watbington Republican exhibits an opening 
of the controversy:

The meeting of politicians at Washington 
is believed to relate to this controversy. 
Former experience would lead to the expec- 
tation that the radical wing will triumph, 
and the conservative wing, "as heretofore, 
quietly submit and follow the lead of the rad- 
icals. But we are still not without hope that 
the result may be otherwise. 

So tar as the popular voice is an indication, 
there is no doubt that ten to one of tha people 
are rer.dy and anxious to have the President 
adopt the sensible, conservative view of the 
case, and give the Union men of the S )ulh an 
opportunity to make their voices heard as of 
old. There is but one expression of opinion out- 
side ol partisan polilit al circles, and that U in 
favor of this view. If a vote could be token in 
the country, the radici!! would be found in 
such a minority that they would be as- 
tounded at their own small show. It is a 
custom with the radical party to claim that 
ell v ho are in favor of sustaining the war are 
in favor of their peculiar views of policy. 
This is a gross error and misrepresentation — 
so gross that it is hardly worth contradicting. 
Nevertheless, the atmosphere of Washington 
is and bos always been so thoroughly radical, 
that it is difficult lor the Pre.-iideiit to see 
through it aud understand clearly the mintl 
of the people. It is on this account the duty 
01 contervative men on the RppubWcan side 
to make seme earnest endeavor ju3t now to 
reach the President with a true representation 
of the public desire. Democrats ca;iDot be 
expected to produce any impression. But we 
( ffnnot fail to see that conservative Republi- 
cans have teen lax in their duty in this respect 
heretofore, end are likely to be so now. A 
vast amount of the failures of the wnr are 
chargeaide on the apathy and n%gle(;t of con- 
servative Re]3ublican8, in allowing radicals to 
rejiresent their party at Washington, and to 
have the car of the administration. It has 
been the custom among right-thinking Re- 
publicans to stand back until radic tls had, by 
pressure, compelled the adoption of their 
policy, and then fall into the ranks and Sir, 
Well, wc must sustain the administration. ' 
It is all nonsense to talk about a no-party 
administration. From the day it entered 
office the administration has, by a thousand 
acts, re[ udi^ted any reputation of no- party ism 
(led has been a pure HepuliUcan party Admin- 
istration. We seed not arjtue this point. 
Enough that it is impossible for men not be- 
longing to the Republican party to produce 
any change in or to have any influence over 
the national policy. Tne responsibility ofthe 
whole course is with the party which not only 
elected this administration, but which has la- 
bored steadfastly, aided by theadministration, 
to perpetuate its hold on power. One officer 
dismissed the army for distributing Democrat- 
ic tickets in New Hampshire, whilst a host of 
otters are sustained in stumping the State for 
the opposite ticket, settles definitely this char- 
acteristic of the administration. Therefore we 
beg conservative members of the Republican 
party to exert themsiclves in the present emer- 
gency, make themselves heard, and show that 
radicalism is confined to a very small part of 
their large numbers. 

It is cot impossible, even at this late moment, 
for the administratiou lo resain a l.irge share 
of its iost reputation with ihe people, and ilo 
much toward reuniting the North and the 
whole country. Let the policy of the wiser, 
coEservative men of the Republican party be 
adopted, and the people will mlly to it, for 
ihe salvation of the Constitution. The o'her 
policy is revolutionary, and will but increase 
opposition, and that opposition will be strong- 
er and ftrcneer as Ihe radical policy progresses. 

Ti e past is past. We cannot undo it. Ex- 
prescing the sentiments of the thinking con- 
servative men of the country, as we know we 
do, and of a large, a very large majority of 
the people of the North, wo can say that with 
all cur sorrow and regret over the errors made 
and wrongs done to the Constitution and the 
principles of liberty by this Admini-'tration, 
we are determined to regard Mr. Lincoln as 
the President of the United States till the 4th 
of March, IHGf), and if he will adopt a policy 
which is within the Constitution and no; rov- 
olutionary, we will insure him the support of 
nine-tenths of the people in that policy. Hut 
it is as vain to f.tterapt to brin^ tho people to 
eustein any oiher policy as it would be to lead 
the drops tf water up Niagara. 

We believe that Mr. Lincoln can now save 
the Constitution and restore the Union if he 
will al andon the advice of acl.'issof men who, 
seeking only to hold office and preserve party 
power, are determined never to permit the 
Southern people to be again voting citizens of 
cur Union. The war can be easily ended and 
peace restored. Time alone can heal the ter- 
rible wounds and restore perfect amity. Po- 
litical associations must aid in this. Union 
sentiments must be eDCcuraged in the South. 
The attempt to close the war by insisting on 
the triumph of u sectional policy in a matter 
outside the Cousli'.ulion would only be a fail- 
ure—only prolong hatred, enmity, and blood- 
shed.

FRANCE AKD POLAND-A NEW FBBNCIt PAM. 
PHLET-rBOBABLB SBMI-OFFICIAL BXPO- 
SITiON. 

An aconynious pampblsl- one of the Cii- 
merous ciiies wilh which the French press 
teems in periods of political excitement — h« 
just appeared in Purioj and has become tb> 
tiilk of the town, especially as it is generWIy 
believed to be a scmi-ofEci.tl expositioa of thw' 
views of the Emperor oa the Polish qU(:stioa. 
It is entitled "L' Emp:rtur, la Polojne, et 
l' Europe." The report is that this proluction 
comes straight from Vichy, bat, however thit 
may be, the writer speaks with an tir of au- 
thority which tho laws on the pr;ss mike it 
impesiib'e to suppose a mere asaumpti on. He 
professes to tell not only what the Emperor 
thinks, but also what the Emperor means to 
do; and, after declaring that "there is no doubt 
that, it his Mnjesty the Emperor had only con- 
sulted the dictates of his heart, a decisive word 
wcuid long since have been spoken," pro- 
ceeds to point out the dilBcu'ties which b -set 
the settlement of the Polish qtvestion by means 
of war: 

"Thire is no qnestion in politics more vast 
than that of Poland. Friends or foes, all are 
conscious that a prodigious disturbancs miy 
be the result. If the sujipression o: the Po- 
lish nation last century ctianged the appear- 
Snce of the political world, her restoration at 
present woujj^ affect the existence of almost 
every European slate. The mignttude of an 
undertaking is no reason why it should not 
be attempted, so that it he just and necF'ssiry; 
tut it is nccesSi'.ry lo guard against illusions, 
end when a man or scvereigu is determined 
not to flinch, he owes ic to himself not to be 
precipitate." 

Of the pending dilTicuJty the writer savs: 

'•The representatives of the Russian Court 
faifl at firsr, "It is a mere rising of rebelliouj 
subject!!: it will be over in a week.' Weeks 
and months have passed; the tmeute has 
grown into an insurrection. The evil has 
grown more serious. Now when there is a 
fire inside a house the owner may say, 'Let me 
put it cut by myself;' but when the flames 
reach the roof and the partition walls, not 
ciiiy the nearest neighbors but the whole 
community is justified in taking the matter 
up and suppressing the cause ol ihe fire." 

Then follows a denunciation of the alleged 
"atrocities ' ccmmitted by the Russians in 
Poland:- 

"At cne time it was hoped that such barba- 
rcus conduct v. as solely due to the excess of 
zeal of a general. But since the observations 
pre6ei*ed to the government of Aleiancler II 
have not bicu>;ht about any modification, the 
res j oiiiibility must needs be cist ujion him. 
Thia is deeply to be regretted (ce qui est pro- 
fondaiient penible). Tne Cabiuet of St. Pe- 
tersburg should not have forjjotten the ex- 
tremity to which the King of N.-tplcs, Ferdi- 
nand II, reduced the Western powers. » * 
Is it necessary to say that France, which 
sends her foliiiers as fir as Indo China to 
protect Catholicism, cannot behold in- cold 
blood the transportation or execution of Cath- 
olic priests and bishops in Poland? ' 

The manner in which a war against Russia 
could be waged by the three Powers is thus 
outlined: 

"If the Cabinet of St. Petersburg should 
peisist in the deplorable course it has thought 

fiioter to adopt, the governments which '<ave 
oyally appealed to its better feelings would, 
though with regret, be compelled to suspend 
relations which, for the time being, had be- 
come without an object. 

"An Anglo-Franco-Swedish squadron might 
operate in the Baltic, whilst .an Anglo-Franco- 
Italian fleet would appear in the Black Sea. 

"It is desirable to avoid laying the theatre 
of war in the centre of Europe. The western 
frontiers of the Russian empire should be 
closely watched, and that would be the natural 
duty of Austria and Prussia. 

"Will Prussia, who, since the beginning of 
the Polish insurrection, has done her best to 
serve Russia, even transgressing the law of 
nations in her desire to do so, at the ris's of 
bringing about a general war, join the we.3t- 
ern alliance, aud offer all the desirable guAr- 
antees? 

"It is necessary that Prussia should abandon 
the ambiguous position she has taken up. TTie 
thiee powers want to know if Prussia sides 
with them or with Russia. Will King Wil- 
liem, forgetful of the lesions of history, com- 
pel us to resort to another Jena, to arrive at 
another Friedland? The libera! views evinced 
by the Prussian deputies, and the practical 
good sense which animates the populations of 
the kingdom, permit us to hope that disastrous 
schemes shall be laid nside. 

' The German people, however, will know 
on whom ought torcjt the responsibility ofa 
crnlicental war, which must nec«K<»«riij. 
jure llieii interests. 

"But even then Germany would be snared tis 
much as possible, so that the whole country 
fchonid net be made to suffer for the blindness 
of a few misguided men. The Powers would 
confine themselves to use Prussia as a high 
road lo Russia." 

Then follow these significant passages, 
which, having passed the censorship, liiust 
be legarded as representing, in some degree at 
least, the sentiments of the French govern- 
ment: 

"Posterity will ask one day why, during 
the last six years of his reign, Napoleon 
showed himself without mercy towards Prus- 
sia, It is because Prussia is the Power that 
injured him most, by compelling him to fight 
her end destroy her when he wished to extend, 
fortify, and increase her. 
• "These re Heotions, which the Emperor Na- 
pojeon III inserted many years ago in his 
'Political Essays,' may at ths present day be 
usefully meditated by statesmen. 

."Prutbia possibly holds in her hands at this 
moment peace or war. May she, by another 
attitiide, disappoint those who predict she is 
hastening to a catastrophe! A generous in- 
spiration would soon add to the iinportince of 
a State which, for the last fifty years, unfortu- 
nately for i'self, has held too mu-h aloof from 
everts, and kept, as it were, inactive. 

"France has had enough of glory not to be 
possessed wilh an imiLoderate craving for 
moie; the is powerful enough not to boholl 
without dissatisfaction the approach of war, 
cnnvinced that it will lead to fresh triumphs. 

"The word of France is pledged that serious 
ameiioiations shall be effected in the condition 
of the Poles. The goverament of her Britan- 
nic Mi jesty has laid down, with souad prac- 
tical ECDse, that the first element of a good 
government was the existence of mutual confi- 
dence between the rulers and the ruled. And 
it has pointed out that, to establish a some- 
what stable order of things, it was necessary 
that the fresh organizatron should embrace 
all the Polish provinces— that is to say, the 
whole of the country which Ihe various par- 
titions have taken from Poland to submit to 
the Empire of Russia. We are happy to find 
ouiseUes in thorough conformity of viewi 
with our old and gallant Crimean ally. 

"The government of the Emperor Napoleon 
has irr.de known from the oittset thit the 
crmbinations which had l«tn tried and failed 
sf ould be abandoned, and that the root of the 
evil fl ould be extirpated. 

"?he Emperor .\Uxander II must bear in 
mind that the conditions would be more strin- 
gent after than before a war. He might not 
have an opportunity of renewing the episode 
ot the interview on the Niemen. France, 
once her sword is drawn, will hold herself 
bound to liberate Lithurana as she liberated 
Lcmberdy. 

• * • "But why talk so much of war, 
when there are yet so many reasons for not 
detpairingof peace? Only it will be well that 
the cberactej of Napoleon III should not bo 
misunderstood at St. Petersburg, and that it 
should be understood that there are some 
things he cannot permit to be told him, and 
other things that he cannot allow to be done. 

"If the Emperor Alexander is animated by 
the spirit of moderation which inspires our 
government, nothing can be more simple than 
to proclaim an armislice. and to cease those 
militHry preparations which are like a threat 
of war, nnd therefore a source of uneasiness 
for Europe. 

"But if, by some motive difficult to nnder- 
stsnd, his Mejesty the Emperor of Russia 
should meet with another refusal themoderate 
demands of the Powers, then wc should be 
compelled once more to leave to the decisions 
cf arms, and to the chances of war, what 
mieht still be settled by reason anci justice." 

This remarkable pamphlet is said to have 
produced a startling effect at the Boarse; and 
;t is further reported that its publication has 
purposely been deferred until after the break- 
itg up cf Parliament, and that in the interval 
it hes undergone a levision at Vichy, and re- 
ceived a few finishing touches from the mas- 
terly hand. 

Cotton. — Our correspondent, writing from 
Natchez, Mississippi, on the 12th inst., men- 
ticns the arrival of an immense wagon train 
loaded with cotton, and he states further that 
there are one hundred thousand bales of cot- 
ton in that section marked C. S. A. This may 
be an exaggeration, but there is undoubtedly 
a large amount of cotton in that country, 
which the rebel authorities had collected as 
security for the iHjnds that their sympathizers 
in Europe recently purchased. This will be 
onpleasant news, therefore, for Englishmen 
who invested in the Confederate loan. It will 
convince them that the investmfnt promises 
to be even more permanent than that which 
is represented by the repudiated Mississippi 
bones. — Cincinnati Gazette.

Ve^ When we stated on Wednesday cTen- 
irg that we had a private despatch from a per- 
fectly reliable source, announcing that the old 
flag was again flying jover Fort Sumpter, 
many thought that the annunciation was pre- 
mature or rather untrue. But it was all trne, 
and as much more was true. At that very 
time, our country's starry banner had been 
streaming for two days not only over Sumpter 
Jout over Wagner. 

The capture of those two forts were hard 
jobs, but, if our brave fellows have a genius, 
a talent, a tact for anything under heaven, it 
is for doing hard jobs. We learned a week 
age that the Federal forces on Morris bland 
were working a mine toward Fort Wagner 
with a view to blowing it up, and we have 
been txfiectinp ever since the bursting forth 
of an artificial earthquake under Wagner's 
foundations. Probably she hauled down her 
colors just in time to escape the up-spouting 
cataract of fire. 

We trust that the United States land and 
caral forces Off Charleston, victorious over 
Sumpter and Wagner, will not stop to rest 
upon their laurels. They ought surely to un- 
derstand that this is no time for inaction. 
They should press forward a^ rapidly as pos- 
sible. They should assail the doomed city 
with whatever perforates, crushes, burns, or 
blows up. If there is a Lot in that Sodom, 
let him flee with his wife and children to some 
neighboring Zoah, and let not tho gold 
woman look back lest she become a pillar of 
salt. 

B^^QuantriU's massacre of the citizens of 
Lawrence excites the utmost horror every- 
where. It was a most shocking tragedy. The 
bodies of a hundred and ninety murdered per- 
sons have been found, and probably others 
remain to be discovered. The murder was 
done at midnight. There was no fight. The 
attack was upon unarmed, peaceful, and sleep- 
ing villagers. The victims made no resist- 
ance, but fled or attempted to flee for their 
lives and were shot and bayonetted and cloven 
down in their flight or in their bed-chambers. 
There have been many revolting exhibitions 
of rebel barbarity and devilishness in the re- 
bellion, but nothing to compare at all with 
this. A parallel can scarcely be found in the 
deeds of the "red devils" in the early history 
of our country. The atrocity of the "massacre 
of Wyoming" in the Valley of the Susque- 
hanna and of the bloody horrors at Deerfield 
is far surpassed. It seems difficult to believe 
that even the authorities of the rebel Confed- 
eracy, deeply as they are steeped in guilt, can 
fail to condemn and punish such awful oat- 
lages. If they uphold or tolerate the acts 
of Quantrill and his bloody fiends, they should 
be outlawed by all the world. ■ 

This dreadful occurrence teaches the neces- 
sity of the extermination of the guerillas who 
are at work in that section. No quarter was 
given to the unarmed citizens of Lawrence, 
and none should be given the to maurading ruf- 
fians in Kansas and Missouri. In the pursuit 
of such banditti as Quantrill' s, no prisoners 
should be taken. Every devil should be killed 
in his tracks. No mora mercy should be 
shown them than to hunted bears, wolves, 
wildcats, or rattlesnakes. "Gxlermination" 
should be the fierce war cry. Undoubtedly 
Marshal Pellissier outraged the moral sense of 
the nations in suffocating the Algerines in a 
cave to which they bad fled for refuge, but no 
humia being could rationally object to Quan- 
trill's miscreants' being smoked or roasted to 
death in any hole wherein they might en- 
sconce themselves. 

The guerilla system, as hitherto carried on 
in various quarters, must be closed up and 
closed out. It has lasted a great deal too long. 
The thousands of accursed wretches, secretly 
banded together in various places, whose plan 

to meet at given signals and make sudden 
raids for the purposes of theft, robbery, and 
assassination, and, after the infernal work is 
done, to disperse to their several homes, there 
to pass themselves off as peaceable and unof- 
fending citizens, must cease from off the face 
of the land. Maj. Gen. Rosecrans's late order, 
now in force in the Department of the Cum- 
berland, should at once be followed by similar 
orders in other departments. That order de- 
ckiies that guerillas, "roaming as individuals, 
or banding with other briginls, and living by 
Stealing and plundering, will be treated as 
spies and robbers, enemies of the hnman rare, 
against whom it is the duty of all, both mil- 
itary and civilians, to wage a mar of ez- 
iermination." Moreover, General Rosecrans 
makes the districts which harbor them re- 
sponsible; and proclaims that, "unless satis- 
fied that the inhabitants have done their full 
dtity and used their utmost endeavors to stop 
the guerilla warfare, he will lay waste their 
country, and render it untenable for robbers." 
Severe as this may seam, it is just. It is just 
to the guerillas, just to their aiders and abet- 
tors, just to their victims, just to the commu- 
nity, and just to the cause of the Union. All 
those persons, whether loyal men or rebels, 
who think that the guerilla system, shocking 
as it may be, can give any permmeut trouble 
or prolong the life of the rebellion, are very 
greatly mistaken. The Lawrence massacre 
is a terrible blow to the rebel cause but no 
blow to the cause of the Union. 



We have had the pleasure of announc" 
ing that the famous or notorious Gen. Jeff- 
Thompson and his whole staff are prisoners. 
This is a very important capture. Jeff Thomp- 
son, as a guerilla leader, has given us far more 
trouble in Missouri than any other officer in 
the rebel service. He has been the soul and 
the right arm of the guerilla system in that 
State, receiving applause and promotion from 
Lis government as a reward for his efficiency. 

There seems to be in Jeff Thompson a smart 
spice of the rowdy, but we have reason to be- | 
lieve that he is by no means so bad a man &i | 
many have represented him and not a hun- 
dreth part so bad as those other guerilla chiefs 
in Missotiri and elsewhere who have marked 
every step of their progress with massacre and 
destruction. Jeff has no doubt robbed, but 
we guess he hasn't murdered. Jeff's heart 
isn't exactly in the right place, and it isn't ex- 
actly the right kind of heart, but it is a 
pretty considerable heart nevertheless. We 
suppose he is in safe quarters for the rest of 
the war, and we hope he will be treated ac- 
cording to his deserts. We don't want him 
"hung, drawn, and quartered" — a punishment 
with which he once threaled Federal prison- 
ers in a certain contingency, probably with- 
out knowing what hanging, drawing, and 
quartering is. But watch him close, guards; 
he is as slippery as a greased eel. 

We owe Jeff some little personal courtesy, 
and, if we had an opportunity, we would pay 
it in a favorite currency of hii— old Bourbon. 
■We should like to send him in his captivity a 
demi-john and a demi-semi-john. 



Bbacbeoakd's Grsie Fuii — Gkand Na- 
tional Pybotechsics. — The excitement of the 
tenified Beauregard over the National Pyro- 
techny of that greatest of all Military Engi- 
neers General Gilmote betrays the imbecility 
of his mind. HeDuglit to have known, not 
only that the composition of the Greek fire is 
utterly unknown, but that the moderns can 
make projectiles to which the Greek fire waa 
mere moonshine. The fight at Charleston is 
between two Engineers. Beauregard is an 
empty pretender, but the Confederates have 
put him forward as their first Engineer. The 
Federal Government can proudly point to 
Gilmore as the ablest Military Engineer that 
the country has ever seen, and he entirely be- 
wilders the impoverished resources of poor 
Toutant Beauregard. When the little G.«con 
saw fire-shells thrown five miles he screaming- 
ly utters his horror about Grt:ek fire, and we 
shall not be surprised to hear that Beauregard 
thinks that Mount Ida is on Morris Inland and 
that Jove is hurling thunderbolts from the 
summit of the mountain at the Trojans in 
Charleston. Alas for the paltry petarded 
Beauregard. There are a number of puppies 
in this city belonging to Rebels which have 
been disgraced with the name of Beauregard, 
and we think it likely their name will be 
changed. 

The Charleston rebels have scarcely tasted 
Gilmore's power yet. He has been playing 
merely an overture to the grand operatic per- 
formance that is yet to come. But Beaure- 
gard in his agony pronounces the warfare 
contrary to all civilized usage. When his 
army were exhuming the dead heroes of the 
Union army at Bull Run and converting their 
bones into bracelets, rings, and drinking cups, 
the miserable rebel chief rejoiced in those sat- 
urnalia, lie had nothing to say then about 
civilized war. Gilmore has as far surpassed 
Beauregard at Charleston as the Venitians did 
the Genoese, in 1380, at Chioggia, when 
the Venitians hurled artillery projectiles 
against Lawrence d* Medicis. All It- 
aly protested against this Venitian py- 
rotechny as a contravention of fkir 
warfare. Hacchievelli, in his Italian history, 
gives DS accounts of battles hotly contested 
for hours between armies encased in mail, or 
warriors regularly iron- clad. We follow the 
lively historian in his thrilling account of 
military evolutions and surging charges, and 
at the end of the fight we learn that not \ 
man was wounded, and the only deaths were 
among the bad horsemen who were driven 
into swamps and suffocated with their "mar- 
tial robes around them." It is not, therefore, 
surprising that Italy protested against gun- 
powder operations that went through iron- 
clads and wounded men. But the world has 
got over its scruples about gunpowder, and 
Beauregard's vexed soul must succumb. Gil- 
more is his master and ho might as well ac- 
knowledge it gracefully as to do it in a pet. 

We mentioned yesterday that modern ap- 
pliances go far beyond the Greek fire. There 
were various articles, undoubtedly, in the 
seventh century that went under the name of 
Greek fire. They were all known to Callin- 
icus, of Heriopolis, the Greek architect, to 
whem wo referred yesterday. Some of these 
were highly combustible, and, when on fire, 
were extinguished with diffiialty. These 
were wrapped in flax, placed on arrows or 
javelins, and thrown into the fortifications 
and other works of the enemy. Of course the 
range was limited, but the Arabs, in their 
siege of Constantinople in 608, fled in dismay 
from these new missiles of destruction. Bat 
there were also explosive mixtures under the 
name of Greek fire, which were used for 
hurling stones from metallic tubes. Callini- 
cus had undoubtedly learned something of the 
properties of saltpetre, and this yr&a probably 
his chief ingredient in his explosive com- 
pounds. Their range was very limited, bat 
they drove the Arabs from Constantinople. 

The great articles of modern chemistry for 
terrible efl'ects were utterly unknown until 
within a very recent time, and there is proba- 
bly no engineer in the world as perfectly con- 

verfiant. wit), nil tiioa« arti(-l03 And the fiilnAaa 

of their powers as General Gilmore. The 
shells which he is using at Charleston neces- 
sarily require the combination of three forces, 
one of speedy ignition, another that rapidly 
imparts igniting power, and another of an ex- 
plosive character. There are various means 
for making these combinations. Flax may 
be thoroughly saturated with tar and naptha. 
This undergoes speedy ignition and is hard to 
extipguisb. The igniting power is readily 
found in amorphous phosphorus, chlorate of 
potash, and gum shellac. This preparation is 
used by Sir William Armstrong, of England, 
for igniting his time-shells. The explosive 
material is coarsely granulated gunpowder; 
and the Rodman powder is undoubtedly used 
by Gilmore in the shells that have to travel 
five miles to reach Charleston. The coarse- 
ness of the powder is graduated according to 
the space to be traversed, and Gen. Gilmore 
can time the bursting of his fire-shell with 
great precision. A shell of this kind is terri- 
ble in its ravages and very certain in its oper- 
ations. We have heard suggestions that ful- 
minating mercury, er something of that kind, 
is used,' but this is a mistake. 1 1 will shiver a 
shell into fine pieces, but it would not ignite 
the burning material. 

The Apostle Paul very properly takes the 
ground that a government that is a terror to 
evil-doers and a praise to those who do well is 
of divine authority, and is, on earth, the rep- 
resentative of God. All rebeldom, then, in its 
most remote recesses, in its most secret re- 
treats, may as well at once come to the con- 
clusion that the fire which is now raining retri- 
butive justice upon it is not such a paltry thing 
as Greek fire, but a fire of divine appointment 
that will do its work as effectually as that fire 
which Elijah invoked from heaven upon the 
false prophets of Molock and Baal, when the 
wicked falsities and perversions of Ahab and 
Jezebel had led the people of Israel astray 
IVom the Union that Jehovah had prescribed 
for the tribes, at Mt. Sinai. Divine vengeance 
tiell heavily upon these wicked leaders. All 
the house of Ahab was destroyed, and Jezebel 
was pitched from the window of her pal- 
ace, and in fulfilment of the prediction of Eli- 
jah, the Tishhite, "in the portion of Jezreel 
shall dogs eat the flesh of Jezebel," for when 
the soldiers of Jehu went to bury her, nothing 
was found of her but her skull and her feet 
and the palms of her hands. Some gloomy 
memories of this exhibition of Divine ven- 
geance may have caused the. rebel press re- 
cently to advocate the entire extermination 
of dogs from the "Confederacy." The leaders 
may well tremb'e in their shoes. 'Their doom 
is approaching. 



■ We learn that Beauregard's remon- 
strance against Gilmore's use of Greek fire in 
the bombardment of Charleston was on ac- 
count of the horrid nmell emitted by that sub- 
Stance. No doubt he thinks we should charge 
cur bombs with cologne and lavender and 
cttar of roses, but we have right to stink 
Charleston to death if we can — to throw Chi- 
nese "stinkpots" into her or to pitch from a 
big mortar a whole barrel of skunks into her 
streets. If the rebels can't stand the odor, let 
them cut off their noses.

Sik: I bare tbe bonor to report the practi- 
cil dtnnolitiou of Foit Sampler ai the res-alt 
of ou^feTen days' bombardment of thst work, 
including two liays of which a powerful north- 
east storm most seriously dinnuished theacuu- 
ruoy and ett'ect of our fire. Fort Sampler is 
to-day a fbaptless and hnrmless mass of ruins. 
My chief of artillery, Colonel J. \V. Tamer, 
reports its destructiop so far complete that it is 
no longer of any avail in the defences of 
Cliarkston. 

He also says lhat by longer Ere it could be 
made more completely a rain and a mtss of 
biokcn mafonry, hut could sciiroely be more 
powerli'SS for ihe defence of the harbor. 
Bleaching batteries were located at distances 
Ttrgii g between 3,3.10 and 4,'.'40 yards from 
tbe works, and now remain as elTuient as 
ever. 1 deem it unnectssary at present to 
(ontinue their fireupon the ruins of Sumpter. 
1 batre also, at great labor and under heavy 
fire from James Islaad, ettabashed batteries 
on my left, within effective range of the heart 
of Charleston, and have opened with them, 
alter piving Gen. Beaurej^ard due notice of 
my intention to do so. 

My notification to Oen. Be.iuregarn, bis re- 
ply thereto, with the threat of retaliation, and 
my rejoinder bare been transmitted to the 
army headquarters. • 

The projectiles f;om ray ba'.le.'ies entered 
the city, and Gen. Beauregard himself desia;- 
natts thtm as the most destructive mirsiles 
ever used in war. The report of my Chief of 
Artillery and an accurate sketch of the ruin 
of Sumpt»r, tiken at 12 i'. yesterday, six hours 
before we ceased firing, are herewith transmit- 
ted.

■Washington, August 2i. 

The Navy Department has received a com- 
munication from Commander Trenehard, of 
the steamer Rhode Island, reporting the cap- 
ture of the English screw steamer Coastadt 
for a violation of the blockade of Wilmiugton, 
N. C. Her cargo coDsisla of cotton, tarpeatine, 
and tobacco. 

Rear-Admiral Porter forwarded the report 
of Lieutenant Roche, relative to the late river 
c.vpediticn. He first stopped at Des Arc, on 
White river, and burnt Confederate slo-es, 
destroyed the telegraph wires, kc. He then 
sen the Cricket after the steamers Tom Gregg 
and Kai-kaskia, which he had reason to believe 
were hid up the river, while he and the Mar- 
mora proceeded to Augusta, thirty milec 
further. There he obtained valuable informa- 
tion of tbe enemy, which was subsequently 
conlirmed, namely, that the grand Southern 
army was concentratingat Brownvilletomake 
their line of defence on the Biyon Sletear. 

General Price was there, and Gen. Kirby 
Smith was at Little Rock. 

Qen. Harmadnke had crossed the river a 
few days before, and was then crossing Little 
Red river. 

Leaving the Marmora off the moutb, Lieut. 
Blith went up Little Red with the Lexington. 
When about 20 miles distant he met the Crick- 
et with two prizes which she had captured at 
Searcy, 15 miles further on. Sne also de- 
stroyed Marmaduke's pontoon bridge, leaving 
a portion of the !?<.'.';:'s orlgndft on the other 
side of tbe river. The Cricket was fired into 
bjr Ma'maduke's men, mb,1 JiaiJ about ^0 sol- 
diers wonuded out of l.'.o. B'lth vefs^b were 
attacked coming down the river. Some cjt- 
ton and a few prisoners were captured with 
the prizes. The Tom Gregg is a fine side- 
whcelBleamer, as is also the.Kaski skia, though 
somewhat older. They are now manned and 
are retained to co-operate with the army along 
the river. 

The farmers were glad at our preaence, and 
many Union demonstrations were ma'le. Tho 
captured boats were the only means of trans- 
portation the rebels had on the river; therefore 
our taking them is a heavy blow inflicted 
upon them. 

Lieutenant Dunnirgton, who was captured 
while in command of Arkansas Post, is now 
fitting out, at Little Rock, the Ponchartrain, 
the last ram the rebels hsve in these waters. 
If she ventures outjide the shoals Admiral 
Porter says she will be captured. 

Admiral Porter, communicating the resulta 
of tbe last expedition up the Vazoo river to 
recover the Baron DcKalb, says the lesoa 
cost the rebels more than was atfirst supposed. 

Capt. Wilkes has received information to 
be relied on that, besides the five stcimt;rs at 
or near the ciiy of Yazco, Isaac Brown, late 
in the United States Navy, in a panic and for 
fear they would fall into our hands, set fire to 
and destroyed fourteen others. Amoaa them 
nine large ones, the machinery of which was. 
intended to be sent to Selina, Alabama, for the 
gunboats building there. Theie ar< no more 
bteameison tbe Vazoo. All the vesseUwaich 
sought refuge there as tbe s-ifest place in 
rebtldcm have been destroyed. 

St. .Johns, N. F., Aug. 27.

Whereas the LonigTille and Nftshrille RaiU 
road Company have authority by their char-
